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The design for our Medal was voted on last month. We had over 25 entries 
and the votes were scattered but there was a definite majority for the one which 
was No. 25. Hopefully we will be starting production shortly. However, because of 
increased production costs since we first discussed the medal last year, we have 
had to raise the cost of the medal to $3.00 each (an increase of 50¢ over what we 
originally planned) and we MUST HAVE 100 PREPAID ORDERS before actual production 
can begin. You will find an order form in this month's Token Hunter so help us 
get this medal into production by filling in the order blank and make out your 
check soon. They can be mailed or brought to the April 25th meeting but we must 
have definite orders by then. I'm Ordering three myself.

George Wilson, President 
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West Dip (or West Mercur as it was sometimes called) was located east 
and north of U-73, one mile south of the mouth of Mercur Canyon on the west 
slope of the Oquirrh Range. It was settled in 1895 and was actually a fairly 
large town of mining buildings and many houses. Most shopping and after-hours 
activities were confined to Mercur but there was a schoolhouse and a church in 
West Dip. 


Like its twin, the little camp of La Cigale located 1/2 mile south, West 
Dip had several promising mines but their veins proved to be shallow. The Daisy 
mill was built in 1898 ‘and produced $75,000 in gold that year. It was remodeled 
in 1910 with electrical machinery which caused it to yield better results but the 
mill was destroyed by fire in 1917 and never rebuilt. Nevertheless, as long as 
Mercur's ore held out, West Dip's future was secure because many miners preferred 
it to the high elevation of Mercur. 


West Dip was also a rest stop for the freighters and travelers who stopped 
to rest their teams but after Mercur burned and was deserted, West Dip was also 
abandoned. Today black mine dumps mark its site and caved cellars and buried 

@:. piles are searched by relic hunters looking for bits and Rieces of its past. 


La Cigale (French for ''cricket'') ‘was also settled during the 1890's. There 
was a Cricket Mine at La Cigale but whether the camp was named for the mine or for 
the large number of Mormon crickets found there is unknown. Like West Dip, its 
mines were not rich enough to support it without Mercur and it died the same death. 
On the mountain front beyond its black waste dumps, there stands an ancient looking 
stone wall that is nearly the same color as the mountain itself and hard to see. 


Our second Club outing for 1985 will be on May 4th to West Dip, Tooele Co. 
lt will also be a one day trip. For those who want to join us on this outing, 
we will meet at the Redwood Multi-purpose Center at 8:15 A.M. and leave PROMPTLY 
at 8:30 A.M. We will drive south on Redwood Road all the way to the Cedar Fort 
turn-off. Turning right, follow the road through Cedar Fort and Fairfield around 
to the west side of the Oaguirrh mountains to the Mercur turn-off. Turning right 
again, head towards Mercur for about one mile or so. From there another small dirt 
road takes off toward the north about 14 miles to West Dip. We hope to see you there.
